He 
saya Labour aims to strengthen the League of Nations and help 
Eurepe to remove the difBeulties that prevent Russia becoming normal. 

With the. exception of the Times and the Morning Post, none ot 
qhe morning papers comment editorially on» Mr. Ramsay Macdonald's 
speech. ” 

The Times says the speech wai marked by prudent caution and 
considerable ability, and it notes with satisfaction that a Labour 
Government based on a purely domestic programme wil not merely 
ignore the worldwide interests of the British Empire. .

erunder the Ordinance unless he 
shall have been requested so to 
do by the Captain Superintend- 
ent of Police.

“ Every person who contravenes

or attempts to contravene 
any of the provisions of this 
Ordinance and every person 
who contravenes or attempts 
to contravene any of the con- 
ditions of any licence or permit 
issued under this Ordinance. 
shall upon summary conviction 
be liable toa fine not exceeding 
$1,000 and t imprisonment for 
any term act exceeding one'year, 
and shall upon conviction .on 
indictment be liable to imprison- 
ment for any term’ not exceeding 
provided that no 
charge under Section 4 shall be 
dealt with summarily except at 
the request in writing of the 
CS.P. of ofa D.S.P. or A. 8.” 
The effect of this Section is to 
put into the hands of the Captain 
Superintendent of Police the power 
to say whethera man shall be sent 
to.the Criminal Sessions for trial 
or not. and also whether he shail
